CHAPTER ]. 

(JEN E Pi A L AND POLITICAL. 

The Manipur State lies between Latitude Lbl ’ bo' and 2o 30' North, and 

Longitude { J'3 10' and 9T U 30' East, and is bounded on 

Ubu-aaphK. w. t lie North by the Naga Hills ; on the East by Burma, 

on the. South by the Lushai Hills and Burma, and on the West by Cachar. 
The area ol* the State is 8,038 square miles, some 700 of which form the 
central valley of Manipur, which is inhabited by Meiteis, Manipuri Musal- 

mans, Lois, Eoreigners and some Nay* as, sucdi as Kabuis, Ma rings etc. etc., while 
1 1m remaining area of over 7,93* square miles consists of mountainous and 

hilly country inhabited by Nagas, Kukis and other hill tribes. 

The valley is about 9,090 feet above sea level * with drainage from 
North to South and the highest mountains in the Hill area rise to nearly 
10,000 feet above sea level. 

The principal rivers in the State are the Imphal and Barak, the 

former with its tributaries draining the valley, the hilL immediateL 
surrounding it and the Southern Hills, and the latter draining the Northern 
and Western Hills. The Imphal river Hows through the Chin Hills and 
the Kale Valley into the Chindwin river of Larina and the Barak river 
Hows through Cachar and the Surma Valley into tin* lowin' Brahmaputra. 

The a alley of Manipur is dotted with lakes and marshes many of 

which dry up in the jiot weather, but there are a number of large 

lakes which retain water throughout the year, tin* largest being the 

Loktak which is some* S miles in length and 3 in breadth after the 

annual rains.

In August 
1934 His Highness the Maharaja was regretfully compelled to send him 
into exile, and with the consent of the Government of India he took up 
his resilience in Benares and ' continued to stay there during the year 
under report. 

Maharajkumar Priyabrata Singh, second son of His Highness, secured 
the degree of Bachelor in Arts of the Allahabad University in 1934; 
and the third son Maharajkumar Lokendra Singh passed the Chiefs’ 
Colleges Higher Diploma (Intermediate) Examination of 1935-35 from the 
Mayo College at Ajmer and during 1935-37 he was sent to Shillong 
to undergo Military training and complete the course. The fourth son Maha- 
rajkumar Jai Singh adopted son by the Maharani joined this college 
during the year 1935-35 and is si ill studying there.

CHAPTER II 

ADMINISTRATION OF LAND RLVFNUF. 


J. Srijut Rajkumar Setu Singh, R. A., S. D. C. was in complete 

charge of the Laud Revenue Office including Field Stall' throughout the 
year. In order to relievo him of a certain portion of the undoubtedly heavy 
work which had fallen on him since the resignation of Srijut A. Ibungotouibi 
Singh, 2nd S. D. C. on 31st dune 11)30, the Darbur empowered Lakpas 
to dispose of uncontested Mutation cases and of sale cases in which no 

remission of revenue was involved until a second IS. D. C. be appointed, 

lie was on tour for 10b days during the year under report, 

Dabu Chandra Nath Day continued to hold the post of Mau/.adar 

at Jiribam throughout the year.

Field Work. ( Land Uocordc. ) 

Owing to the complete abolition of the Hegar system in the valley 

1 lo ehainmen were employed at a cost of Rs. 5,700. 

The Field stall was employed in the ordinary duties of settlement of 

waste lands, assessment of concealed cultivation, and exclusion of relinquished 
land from demand. They also checked and repaired station marks and 
reported about waste lands of Taut, Ferar and Jatrahin. Kajipat lishery 
was cadastrally surveyed during the year under report and I lie cadastral 

survey of Oinam Thingel, Imphal pana was commencM in the first week 
of dune lb37.

During the year 10,255 biglias ( 33bO'dl acres ) of land were measured 

in the Daria bad i survey as against 13,00!) biglias ( IT'dvSJ.. acres ) in the 

previous year, and 37 biglias ( 12'23 acres ) as against bighas ( 25- 7 S 
acres ) were relin([iiished. There was a total increase of S‘)70 bighas 

( 2b05'2b acres ) in the area of Rayotwari land cultivated. This increase was 
due to the new settlement of lands which were cancelled in the previous year, 




Special tenure land increased by 2 241 bighas due to the granting of 

additional free lands. 

In Jin 2,47b bighas ( SI 7 acres) were newly assessed but 1,557 bighas 
( 513 acres ) were relinquished, comj)ared with lb-12 bighas and 1833 bighas 
the corresponding figures for last year. 

4. The current demand in the valley was 14s. 483,805 as against 

Hs. 4,bb,bl4 in the previous year. The year opened 
with an arrear demand of 44s. 0,70,021. The corres- 
ponding figure for the previous year was 0,07,121. The full in the cur- 

rent demand was due to the cancellation of relinquished pattas. 

In Jiri the current demand was 14s. 0,418-3-0 as against 

14s. 9,030-0-0 m the previous year. The arrear demand 

JinUl "' at the beginning of the year was Us. 7,155-3-0 as 

against Us. 8,222-8-0 in the previous year. 

5. The permanent collection stall remained unchanged and consisted

peons. Jn addition to these 8 temporary mohorrirs 
and 10 temporary peons were employed throughout' the year, and (5 tem- 
porary mohorrirs and 12 temporary peons employed from February LOtli 
to 3<Th Jmii 1 1037. 

The percentage of current revenue collected in the valley was 30*203 

as against 141)7!) in the previous year. 

The lot til receijits from the valley, excluding Ifc. 3,(502 collected before 
the elose of the year but not credited into the Treasury until after the 
1st July, 19 30, weTe JRs. 4,40,735 as against l£s. 3,27,3 4-8 in the ]>revious 
year. Of the arrear demand 1 vs. 1,70,243 were collected and of the current 
demand Rs. 2,73,402. Remission was granted as % usual to the old and 
helpless. Remission of current revenue amounted to Rs, 0,780 and of 

arrear revenue to ite. 1,08,081. This latter sum was chiefly on account 

of cancellation of pattas for land which had gone out of cultivation and 
for which no bids were made when put to auction for the realization 
of arrears. 


On (he doth June 1037 the total arrear demand was Ife. 3,00,030 of 
which Rs. 3,01.,o08 was against previous year's arrears and 4vs. 2,03,332 
against the current year’s arrears. 

IRl 10,102 were realized on account of lines for late paymc.nl. Retails 
of collections in each pana are shown in Appendix All. 

In Jiri tin 1 total collections were Rs. 10,831-3-0 as against Its. 0,100 
in the previom \ ear. Of the current demand a sum of Its. 4,281-12-0 
was collected, and of the arrear demand Ks. 0,3 1-0-7-0. A sum of 

Us. 230 2 was remitted leaving as arrears outstanding on the 30th 
June 1 030 a sum of Its. 3,402-1-0.

.March, the end of the collecting season. 
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During the year sale eases in respect of 67,338 defaulting estates 
carrying arrear revenue of Its. 2,57,701 were instituted. Of this amount 

Rs. 60,303 was realised before the date lixed for the sales. Its. 46,804 
was realised by sale, and Rs. 27,430 was remitted as irrecoverable. Sale 
cases in respect of 36,118 estates with the object of realizing Its. 1,23,006 
were still pending at the close of the year. In all therefore 31,220 cases 
were disposed of during the year under report. 

In Jin there were for disposal 720 sale cases with the object of 
realizing Us. 78,70'2. Of this amount Us. 0,850' 1 1 was realized before sale. 
Us. 310-5-0 by sale, and Us. 278*11 including Local Rale was remitted as 
irrecoverable. At the end of the year 26 cases were still pending for 

the realisation of Us. 415*7. In all therefore 703 cases were disposed 

of during the year.

CHAPTER III. 


PROTECTION. 

Valley. 

]. The State maintains a force of Military Police, of which Elis 
Military Police. Highness the Maharaja is Commandant. 

Throughout the year under report His Highness held Command. During 
11 is Highness’s tour outside the State and on several occasions, such as 
sickness etc., Srijui Nongmaithem Shyamcharan Singh, Selungba, Ordinary 
Parbar Member, held command on behalf of Ilis Highness from the 
24th July 1030 to the 14th August 11)30; and again from the LSth Sep- 
tember 1930 to the end of the year. 

Srijui Huidrom Aleghaehandra Singh continued to hold the charge as 
Subedar Major throughout the year. 

The force is organised into 0 platoons. There are eight Indian Ollicers 
and LUO oilier ranks. Details will be found in Appendix VIII. it is 
armed with short Lee- En field ritles and ku tries. It is generally employed 
to provide guards for the Palace, the Jail, and the Revenue Ollice, and 
to preserve internal peace when required. It provides guards of honour 
to Ilis Highness, and escorts for him and for the President of the Durbar 

when necessary. Escorts to guard prisoners en route from Imphal to adjacent 

Entisli districts are also taken from the force. 

The total cost of the maintenance of the force was Hs. 30,780 as 
against Hs. 37,oGO in the previous year. 

2. tSrijut Rajkumar Bhaskor Singh, Khurailakpa, Ordinary Member of 

the State Durbar, held charge of the Civil Police 
Department throughout the year. He was on tour 

for 14 da) s. 

The strength of the force at the close of the year was 1 Inspector, 2 Sub- 
Inspectors, 5 Assistant Suh- 1 nspeclors, 4 Head Constables, o V riter Con- 
stables, 38 Constables, and 222 Chowkidars. There are also X" chowkidars 
in Jiri. 

There is only one Thana in the valley, and it is at Imphal. So change 

was made in its jurisdiction which extends only over Imphal ilselt. 
Cases in the Zmiral are only taken up on the orders of the President, 
the Judicial Member, or the Police Member. Such orders are given in 
cases of murder, homicide, serious rioting, and allrays endangering the 
proper maintenance of law and order. In addition to the thana there are 
4 permanent outposts, one at Mao, one at Sengmai, one at Pallet, and 
one at Jiribam. They control the Pimapur, Burma, and ( achar Roads. 

The ratio of police including chowkidars, to the population of the 
valley was 1 : 1009 34. 
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Appendices IX and X give statements showing the number and 

nature of crimes and the working of the police during the year. 

The total nnmbm' of cattle reported lost was It’d} ( 87 m lmphal and 7G 
in Luwai ) as against 1 3(1 in the previous year. Of these 7 were reco- 
vered from j/ii/s or otherwise. 

There were <1P unnatural deaths reported during t ho year. 

3. Srijut Nongmaithem Shyameharan Singh, Selungba, Ordinary 

Member of the State Darbar, held charge of the 

Criminal an c Judicial Department throughout the period , under 

report, lie was on tour for Id days. 

There was no change in the number or constitution of the Courts 
in the valley and Jiribum. The Courts are (1) Darhar, (2) Cherap, (3) Sadar 
Tanchayet, (!) Court of the Mauzadar, Jiribam ; and (5) 13 .Rural 

Tancha yets. 

The powers and functions of the above courts remained unchanged. 

Appendices X! to XVI give details of the disposal of cases by the 

above courts. 

1. There is only one prison in the State and it is at lmphal. It

,1tU ' amJ btafL June 1P37 1 the total number of male convicts accom- 

modated in the Jail was 7,7(>A, of female convicts 103, of Civil prisoners S37, 
and of Lunatics IS!. There is a small lock-up at Jiribam. 

During the year under report Srijut Nongmaithem Shyameharan Singh, 
Selungha, Medical Member of the Darbar, and 11 is Highness the 

Maharaja, were Hit* diil’erent times in charge of the Jail Department. 

The Toil stall’ consists of one Jailor, one Deputy .bailor, one. Assistant 
Jailor, one Clerk, one Workshop Overscan*, one Head Warder, one second 
Warder, 13 Warders, <V temporary Warders, and G other servants. 

The numbers of the prisoners remaining from the previous year were 
IPS male convicts, 12 male undertrials, 1 female conviet, 1 female under- 
trial and P Lunatics.
